"About S:30 o'clock .1 went into the 


room where .Clara and Johnnie were 
sleeping.

She did not make much 
noise, and when I put her uway I went 
after Johnnie, He was in bed, and I 
told him that T wanted him to go to 
Heaven.

into the work of the French doctor an< 
scientist Ribot on the. diseases of the 
human will, where are .to be found some 
extraordinary instances of men anc 
women losing their powers of volition in 
regard to certain acts while they keep 
fully active and healthy in all others. 


Eschewing1 all research as to firs'! 


causes Ribot takes volition as a form oJ 
activity and studies it in a purely path- 
ological sense. That strange power in 
us which every day says ."I will," that 
power which' 'summons, suspends or dis- 
misses,"' as another Frenchman, Eenou- 
vier. defines it; that force in us and be- 
hind us which, ia its ultimate possibili- 
ties, can hardly be limited, is shown in 
this work to be subject to the strangest 
diseases and to be modified in the most 
peculiar manner. 


There are some persons, says the Chi- 


cago Times, and they enter into all the 
daily circle of life, whose wills are so 
soft and pliant that they need the 
strength of another will to be joined 
to theirs before they can act. This 
common phase of a weak will is accen- 
tuated in disease to a degree hardly 
deemed possible by the nonobservant. 
Persons suffering from this form of 
diseased volition can vrill themselves 
according to the dictates of reason. 
They can feel a desire to act, but they 
cannot make a move toward that end". 
They are powerless to translate that 
desire into an act. 


Esquirol mentions in this instance 


the case of a magistrate highly distin- 
guished for his learning and his powers 
as a speaker, who was seized with mo- 
nomania in consequence of certain 
troubles of the mind. He regained his 
reason, but would not go in to the world 
again, though he acknowledged him- 
self to be in the wrong in not doing so. 
When advised to travel or to attend to 
his much-neglected affairs he would 
say: 


"I know that I ought to do so, but 1 


am unable. Your advice is very good, 
and I wish J could follow it 
It is cer- 


tain that I have no will save not to will, 
•for I have my reason unimpaired. I 
know what I ousht to do, bnt strength 
fails me when I ought to act." 


The case of the magistrate, however, 


is hardly as strange as that recorded 
by Prof, J. n. Bennett of a man who 
could not carry out what he wished to 
perform, even to the simplest acts of 
daily life. 


Often, on endeavoring' to undress, 


this man was two hours before he could 
get his coat off. 
All his mental facul- 


ties were perfect, but his will was im- 
paired. Once he ordered a- glass of 
water. When the servant brought it 
he was utterly unable to take it off the 
tray, though he was most anxious to do 
so. The servant waited half an hour 
before him. at the end of which time 
the man overcame the difficulty, seized 
the glass and drank down its contents, 
lie described his feelings afterwards 
"as if another person had taken posses- 
sion of his will." 


The abuse of opium produces a some- 


what similar condition. De Quincey 
says: "Tho opium~eater loses none of 
his moral sensibilities or aspirations. 
He wishes and longs as earnestly as 
ever to realize what he believes to be 
possible and feels to be exacted by duty. 
But his intellectual apprehension of 
what is possible infinitely outruns its 
power, not of execution only, but even 
the power to attempt." 


Another curious instance quoted by 


Dr. Billiod of Xancy is that of a man 
who was greatly frightened at thirty 
years of age by certain civic tumults in 
which he, unfortunately, became in- 
volved. Thereafter, though he retained 
perfectly his mental balance, he would 
not remain alone, either on the street 
or in his chamber, but was always ac- 
companied. If he went out it was im- 
possible for him to return alone. 


"Whenever he went out alone, which 


he rarely did. he would soon halt on 
the street and there remain indefinite- 
ly, neither going on or turning back, 
unless some one led him. 


"He seemed to have a will, but it was 


that of those around him. Whenever 
the attempt was made to overcome this 
resistance of the man he would fall into 
a swoon." 


There are dozens of persons who 


every year take refuge in asylums be- 
cause they are tormented all the time 
with the impulse to kill those who are 
dear to them. 


"Sometimes,"says Ribot, "fixedideas 


of a character frivolous or unreason- 
able find lodgment in the mind, which, 
though it deems them absurd, is pow- 
erless to prevent them from passing 
into acts." 


Westphal tells of a man who was 


haunted by the thought that he might 
perchance commit to writing that he 
had been guilty of some vcrime and 
lose the paper. "He accordingly care- 
fully preserves every bit of paper he 
finds and even picks them up oft the 
street and examines them." He knows 
it is foil3-. but he is powerless to dis- 
miss it.

Vegetarian Argument tritti Illa»tr»tUnu

A few years ago an Italian bacteriol- 


ogist proclaimed that he had discovered 
the *'genn of old age," The idea was 
scouted by all scientific men. but there 
may be.something in it after alL At 
any rate, says Modern Medicine, there 
seems to be good ground for, believing 
that germs, if not a specific germ, are 
at least one of the most important in- 
fltiences which tnTng- on old age. It 
has long been known that-the ptomains 
'or toxic substances produced br mi- 
crobes are capable of setting up various 
degenerative processes. 
Degenerative 


changes in the joints, the liver, the 
kidneys and other organs, have been 
directly traced to this cause. The 
writer has for some^ time held the opin- 
ion that the degenerative changes inci- 
dent to advancing age are due to the 
same cause; namely, the toxins ab- 
sorbed 
from the alimentary canaL 


These toxins are constantly present in 
greater or less quantity, according to 
the extent to which -fermentative and 
putrefactive processes prevail in the 
stomach and intestines. These proc- 
esses depend first, upon the integrity 
of the digestive process, in the indi- 
vidual, and. secondly, upon the char- 
acter of the substances introduced into 
the alimentary canal as food. 


These considerations suggest at once 


the thought while all human beings 
must necessarily be constantly subject 
to the influence of toric substances 
generated in their own alimentary 
canal, and consequently must grow old 
and succumb sooner or later to the de- 
generative process of old age, these 
processes may be greatly accelerated 
by subsisting upon a diet which favors 
the production of toxic substances in 
the alimentary canal- 


H this theory is correct we should ex- 


pect to find the greatest longevity 
amgng those animals and those men 
who subsist on the simplest and purest 
diet, other conditions being equal. 
It 


would be impossible to find a sharper 
contrast than that which exists in this 
respect between carnivorous and vege- 
tarian animals. Contrast, for example, 
the dog which grows old, becomes rheu- 
matic and infirm in eight or ten years, 
with the donkey, who lives ausefullife 
to forty or fifty years, and the elephant, 
which is still active and useful at one 
hundred years. The same is true among 
men. The greatest number of persons 
who now live above one hundred years 
of age are to be found among Eussian 
peasants, who rarely taste meat.

The undersigned committee, appoinied to 


examine the annual report of the county 
commissioners and turnpike directors of 
Scioto county, for the year ending August 
31,1801, has completed said examination and 
submits the following report: 


We found some small clerical errors, to 


•which we have called the proper officials' 
attention for their correction. We also found 
a number, of vouchers and accouuts -not 
properly itemized. Especially was this .the 
case with the claims for damages done to 
sheep by dogs.- We suggest that it should 
be a rule with commissioners and auditor, 
admitting of no exception, that no claim 
should be allowed or paid without being 
first specifically itemized. 


We note that during the year $S2.S5 was 


paid for liquors for the infirmary. This, to 
your committee, appears to be rather an ex- 
cessive use of the "alcoholic, treatment." So 
far, however, as we ; re enabled to judge by 
our investigations, we believe that the 
county affairs have been conducted honestly 
and economically, as measured by the stand- 
ard of predecessors in office, and of what 
the laws permit. A stricter .Application of 
economical .business principles 111 conduct- 
ing the county affairs would, in our judg- 
ment, result in a decided saving to tbe tax- 
payers. It seems to be the. custom of per- 
sons serving the county, officially or other- 
wise, to receive the maximum compensation 
provided for by' law, regardless of the 
amount usually paid' for such~ services in 
ordinary business transactions. We do not 
find that expenditures have been illegally 
made, tbe fault, appearing to be in the laws, 
rather than in their execution. As an ex- 
ample, the matter of the publication of the 
reports of the commissioners nnd turnpike 
directors in three papers as required by law, 
cost the county last year $2,438.45; whereas, 
it is estimated that these same reports, and 
perhaps other valuable information, might 
be published in pamphlet form, and mailed 
to every voter and tax-paic-r in the county 
for an amount not exceeding $400 to $500. 


The chance of the law recently effected in 


behalf of some counties of the state, where- 
by the management of their infirmaries has 
been placed directly in tbe hands of the 
county commissioners, WG submit might 
well be recommended here. 


We desira to add that during our invcsti-

Marks an *:i)och in the History of That 
IIFrosperonu, Growing 
Congregation— 


Report* Haw ring on Every Feature

Thu celebration of the twentieth an-, 


niversary of the Second Presbyterian 
church last, evening was a notable 
event in the history of the church. The 
anniversary alone makes it of extra- 
ordinary importance and the success-of 
the celebration will impress the event 
on the congregation as an epoch in the 
church's history. 
The 
doors 
were 


opened at seven o'clock with all the 
officers of the church on duty us a re- 
ception committee. By 7:30 the hour 
for the formal program the church was 
lillcd. 
The 
turnout of members "as 


well as the interest of friends was gra- 
tifying to all concerned. 


At 7:30 the program opened with an 


anthem "Pray for the Peace of Jeru- 
salem," followed by the Lord's Prayer 
in concert The program was made up 
principally of reports and papers of a 
reminiscent nature all valuable as well 
as interesting. The various statistics 
of the church and incidents and mem- 
ories from its history were all brought 
out most interestingly. The 
papers 


were all well prepared and well pre- 
sented. 


The trustees opened with a statement 


presented by Mr. McCall. They con- 
sidered that the most satisfactory re- 
port would be to throw open the build- 
ing and let it speak for itself, which 
was done at the close of the exercises. 
The new addition was made necessa.rj' 
by the rapid growth of the Sunday 
school and church. The addition and 
its uses were described in detail. 


Mr iMcCall followed with a paper on 


"Was the Second Presbyterian Church 
a mistake?" He referred to the work 
of the church as satisfactory evidence 
of the wisdom of its organisation. 
There is in fact but one side to that 
question. 


Superintendent S. O. Titus gave a 


report of the Sunday school. It was 
organised February 14, 1875, and has 
doubled its enrollment in the twenty 
years of its existence, having an aver- 
age enrollment of '350. He gave a list 
of the officers, which includes the su- 
perintendents: Dr. Weyer, 4 years; 0. 
C. McCall, S years; Dr. Dennis, 
f> years 


und Mr. Titus, S years. 
D. S. Johnson, 


John Peebles, S, 0. Titus, Rev C. L. 
Work, Rev. R. K. Porter and Irving 
Drew have been assistant superintend- 
ents; A. O. Bing, W. C. Silcox and J. 
H. Warner, secretaries, the latter hav- 
ing served fifteen years with but one 
tardy mark against him. The collec- 
tions of the school have amounted to 
S4.591.94, an average of £4.40 per Sun- 
day.

Letters were read from Dr. Ketchum,

Dr. J. P. Bing read a, paper on "El- 


dership of Our Church," and Irving 
Drew one on "Thu Membership of Our 
Church." The former gave a brief his- 
tory of the ten people who have rilled 
tho position of elder. The latter paper 
was u p.irticul-.u'ly valuable one., con- 
taining statistics compiled evidently 
with much labor and research, 
lie 


gave a complete list of tho members, 
and fuels about the variations in the 
membership by deaths, removals, with- 
drawals, etc. 
Of the original 17v! char- 


ter members 4S remain in the church, 
30 have died and the rest have either 
removed "from the city or transferred 
their membership to other churches. 
He nUo gave the present whereabouts 
of those who have removed, the list in- 
cluding cities till over the United States. 


Short talks were made by Drs. 'Dennis
